cases of syphilis und our records 
show that hundreds have been dls 
missed as cured."

knov that there is a state law re- 
quiring all food handlers to have 
a blood test.

plete or partial Interruption 
of

radio and other means of commu- 
nication and the severance of dip- 
lomatic relations. 


"Should the security council con- 


sider such measures to be Inado- 
quate, it should bo empowered 
to 


take such action by air. naval or 
land forces as may be necessary 
to maintain or restore international 
peace and security. 


Actions Contemplated 


"Such action may include demon- 


strations, blockade nnd other oper- 
ations by tir, sea or land forces of 
members of the organization." 


The plan then specifies that the 


member nations should reach spec- 
ial agreements among themselves 
about "the number and types

forces and the nature of the facili- 
ties and assistance" they will make 
available at the call of the council.
